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REMARKS 

Claim 9 has been amended to include the limitation of claim 11, which has been 
cancelled. Claim 10 has been amended to specify that the have at least 98% identity to SEQ ID 
NO:9. Support for this amendment is found, for example, at page 10 of the specification. No 
new matter has been added. 

Applicants appreciate the withdrawl of the rejections based on the written description 
requirement of 35 U.S.C. §112, first parapgraph. 

Applicants appreciate the notification that claim 12 is allowable. 

Rejections under 35 U.S.C. §112, first paragraph 

Claims 9-11 were rejected as failing to meet the enablement requirement of 35 U.S.C. 
§ 1 12, first paragraph. 

Claim 9 has been amended to required that the polypeptide have at least 95% identity to 
SEQ ID NO:9. ClaimlO has been amended to specify that the have at least 98% identity to SEQ 
ID NO:9. Claims 9 and 10 specify that the claimed polypeptide has methyltransferase activity. 

As explained previously, the present specification provides considerable guidance for one 
skilled in the art wishing to make functional proteins having at least 95% identity to SEQ ID 
NO:9. For example, as noted previously, Table 3 of the specification identifies 4 motifs in SEQ 
ID NO:9 that are believed to be important for methyltransferase activity. In addition, also as 
noted previously, Figure 7 of the specification provides an alignment of the sequences of A. 
summ, H. contortus, M. incognita and S. stercoralis PEAMTl-like enzymes (SEQ ID NO: 7, 8, 9 
and 10) and C. elegans PEAMTl-like polypeptides (SEQ ID NO: 19 and 20). This alignment 
allows one to readily identify conserved regions among the disclosed PEAMTl-like enzymes. 
Taken together, the identification of motifs and the alignment provide considerable guidance for 
one making functional proteins having at least 95% identity to SEQ ID NO:9. 

In view of the forgoing, it is Applicants' position that the present claims are enabled and 
that the rejections under 35 U.S.C. §1 12, first paragraph should be withdrawn.
